Motion for Full Intervention by Peaks Mill Water District 

Comes the Peaks Mill Water District (“Peaks Mill”), by counsel, and hereby 

tenders this motion requesting that Peaks Mill be granted full intervention in regards to 

the Frankfort Electric and Water Plant Board’s (“Frankfort Plant Board”) request for a 

rate increase, approximately1 8.39 percent, as evidenced by a proposed tariff filed on 01 

about June 6 ,  2008, and to be effective on July 7,2008. 

For its grounds for intervention, Pealts Mill states that it is located in Franklin 

County, Kentucky, and is subject to regulation by the Kentucky Public Service 

Commission. Peaks Mill is a wholesale customer of the Franltfort Plant Board, and 

believes that it is in the best interest of Peaks Mill’s customers that the Commission 

review and investigate the proposed increase(s) in regards to reasonableness and the 

adequacy of the justification. 

Peaks Mill requests that the Commission carefully review any cost of service 

study or other justification that is provided in support of the rates, and that the 

Commission consider any other issue or matter related to the wholesale rates that would 



assist in determining their reasonableness. In conclusion, it is requested that the rates 

proposed by the Frankfort Plant Board be suspended during Commission review.
